IN the Court, before the grand Front 
of the Houfe, ftands a Column of white 
Egyptian Granite, out of the Arundel 
CmcSlion. The Shaft weighs betwixt 
60 and 70 hundred Weight, of one Piece, 
It has a Fillet (as very anciently was ulual) 
five Inches broad below, and another at 
Top, three Inches broad, which Fillets pro- « <# 
jed: but half an Inch. The Height is I'irl: 
Foot and a half, the Diameter 22 Inches, 
and leJTens fcarce two Inches at Top. The 
Greeks, afterward by Degrees leflened more. 
It had a Hole both at Top and Bottom, 
which (hows that it anciently flood as a 
fingle Pillar. Mr. Avclynbought it for the 
Earl of Armidel at Rjiftie, where JuHus 
Cfsfar had fet it up before the Temple of 
Veiiui Gemirix. :

The whole Bodies of two Per- 
fons, perhaps a Man and his Wife, fecm to 
be buried here, becaufe there is a lil;tle 
fifing at each End for their Heads. This 
Sepulchre is alfo adorned with two whole 
l,ength Figures of Castor and Pollux at ■ 
the two Ends.

The Monument that follows, is one of 
thefineft and mod inftnuitivethat hath been 
ever feen. . The Excellence of the Work, 
and CorretSnefs of the Defign would eafily 
iilform us it muil be a Piece of fome Greek 
Artjft, even tho' the Place where it was firft 
difcover'd did not. It is aTonib nfiar ^thcni, 
which was difcovered by fome Traveners> 
who brought it over into Francs to prelenr 
it to Cardinal Richlieu ; but the Cardinal 
dying in the mean Time, it came into the 
Hands of one of the Family ofRopaing y ,9;i|J 
-'from thdt into M. Foucau/t's. ■' ' ' '"^> i 

" '■■ The Tomb is of white Marble, fix f'odt 
-lour Inches long, and two Foot broad, and 
about the fame Heighth, taking in the Co'-

M. de Boze^ Secretary of the Academy 
of Belies Lettres, a ikilftJ Antiquary, hath 
given a very ingenious and learned Explica- 
tion of this Monument, which we fhall give 
an Abftraft of here. 

Ceres, angry for the Rape of her Daugh- 
ter, efpecially becaufe the Gods had con- 
fented to it, refolved to lead a wandering 
Life among Men, and for this Purpofe af- 
fumed a human Shape. She came to the 
Haven Ekufisy and fate herfelf down on a 
Stone. Cekus, King of the Eieufinians, per- 
fwades her to come and lodge in his Houfe. 
His Son Thptolemus, then an Infont, was 
fick, andfor want of Sleep, was reduced to 
the laft Extremity. Ceres at her Arrival 
'kifled hiin^ and by the Virtue of that Kifs 
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only, reftored him to his Health j and not 
content with doing this, (he takes C;ire of 
his Education, and defigns to make him im- 
mortal ; to this end flie nourifhes him by 
Day with her own divine Milk, and by Night 
puts him under hot Embers, in order to 
burn away all that wasterreftrial in his Body. 
The Infant grew fd faft, that his Father and. 
Mother Metanira were curious to fee what 
was done to the Child. Metanira feeing 
Cen-jjuft going to put the Child into the 
Fire, cried out, and interrupted the God- 
defs in her Defigns ; then {he declared who 
ihe was, gave T^riptokmiu a Chariot drawn 
by two Dragons, and fent him thro" the 
World to teach Mankind Agriculture, and 
gave him fome Corn for that Purpofe. The 
Eknfiniam, who were the fir/l that applied 
themfelves to Agriculture, inftituted aFeaft 
in Memory of it, and the Goddefs herfelf 
regulated the Ceremonies, and appointed 
the four principal Men of the Town, T^rlp- 
tolemus. Diodes, Euwrjpiis and Celeui to pre- 
fide over them; and this Inftitutlon of the 
Rites called Eleufwia, is the Thing repre- 
fented on the Tomb of Epupbroditiis. Ceres 
is reprefented here fitting, and like an old 
Worhan ; but her Age takes nothing from 
her of the Ma'ielly proper for a Coddefs. 
Her Head-drefs ends in a Peek, fomething 
raifed before ; and half her Head is covered 
with a Veil, the ufual Drefs of the God- 
E defies 
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defles and Empreffes. The Stone, on wliich 
fheiits, reprelentsthaton wliich Cc/cwfound 
her fitting, and oppreffed with Grief. The 
Serpent is frequently pidlured with Ceres ; 
the Goddefs holds a crooked Staff in her 
Hand, that is a Sceptre, and which we find 
reprefented longec and more ftfait in other 
ancient Monuments. The four Perfons 
about Ceres are Cfkus and his Family. He 
appears at a Dlftunce from the Goddefs, but 
his Daughter nearer j Metanira is there too; 
they both have Ears of Corn in their Hands, 
becaufe they were the firft acquainted fhe 
was a Goddefs. Triptolnnus is mounted in 
his Chariot, with a Cloak or Pallimn over 
his Shoulder, rather to hold the Corn he is 
going to fow than to cover himfelf. The 
Chariot is drawn by two Dragons a-breaft. 
Beyond Trlptolcmuis Chariot, two Women 
are pictured with Torches in their Hands, 
as was ufual for Women to bear at the Ce- 
remonies of thisGoddefs. The Man between 
thefe two Women is Eumoipus, ohe of the 
Perfons appointed by Ceres to prefide at her 
Myfteries, and in whofe Family the Prieft- 
hood continued for twelve hundred Years. 
The Hierophantce, of this Family of the Eu- 
molpidis, were obliged to Celibacy. Eumol- 
pus leans one Hand on one of the Women's 
Shoulders, and the other Hand on the other 
Woman's Shoulder. The Child holding 
Ears of Corn in his Hand, denotes, that 
aftii. Ceres's 
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Ceres's Gifts are for every Age, and that even 
Children were initiated into her Myfteries. 
The Woman lafl in this Piece, holds a Sic- 
kle in her Hand, an Inftrument the Psgarjs 
believed they owed to Ce?-t's-, as alio all others 
uTeful in AgnciUture. 

This is all the Goddefs's Company on one 
Side, but behindher there are other Figures. 
Bacchus, the firft of them, leans negligently 
on Ceres's Shoulder, and touches a Vine full 
of Grapes with his other Hand ; the Crown 
of Vine-leaves which he wears, leaves lis no 
room to doubt that it is Bacchm. Cere^ and 
Bacchus are fo frequently joined together in 
the IV|yfl:eries, as well among the Roinamzs 
the Greeks and Sicilians, that it is not at all 
ftrange to meet them together in this Mo- 
nument. On the Side of Bacchus a Man 
ftands, with his Hair in a Knot upon his 
Forehead, and his Habit ty'd up twice with 
his Girdle, and holding a Whip in one 
Hand, and with his other feizing the Reins 
of Horl'es in a Chariot, in order to llop 
them. It is probable this is DidclcS, one of 
the four that Ceres had appointed to prefide 
at her Fertfts ; and what further fupports 
this Conjedture is, Homer, when he names 
tbefe four Pcrfons in a Hymn, calls Diodes 
the Guider of the Horfes. Beiides; fmce we 
have feen Celeus, Euiiwlpus and, Tt-ptoiefnus 
_ three of thefe four Perfons iri;the Company, 
E 2 can 
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caQ we think Diodes alone would be omit- 
ted? The Figures that drives the Chariot is 
Proferpi/ie, or Diana, the Moon, according 
to Mythologifls, and who is called fre- 
quently by the Poets Iriple Hecate, with 
Reference to the diiferent Offices Ihe per- 
forms under different Names in Heaven, in 
Heli, and on the Earth. It may be proved 
by fufficicnt Authorities, that Proferpine 
partook of the Mvfleries of her Mother Ce- 
res, The Bacchanalian under the Chariot 
of Proferpii^r, hath laid herfelf there, tired 
with long Dancing, as was ufual in thefe 
Sort of Myfteries. 

This is the Explanation of die principal 
Face of the Tomb; we come now to that 
of the Cover or Lid, which exhibits the four 
Seafons of the Year, reprefented bv a like 
Number of Women ; the Diverfity of their 
Crowns and Habits, and the different Fruits 
they hold, together with the Children or 
Geniufcs with them, do accurately expreis 
the Varietv of the Seafons. The Artift 
hatli not placed the Figures in the ordinary 
Situation, but iji an Order that makes a fine 
Contraft in the whole, and gives more 
Force and Spirit to the Compofition. Sum- 
mer aiid Winter Sealbns oppofite to each 
other, are reprefented by two Figures, one 
at each Extremity ; the one lying down 
leaning fconi the Right towards the left, the 
other 
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other from the left towards the right ; and 
between both of thefe, the Spring and the 
Autumn are placed, as partaking equally of 
both thofe Seafons. The four Gm;V are 
placed in the fame order. The Summer is 
piiSured at one Extremity lying down, lean- 
ing from the right towards the left, is half 
naked, and is crowned with Ears of Corn^ 
and touches others which are ty'd up toge- 
ther in the Cornucopia. The Genius by her 
touches the fame, and hold befides a Reap- 
ing Hook in his Hand, denoting the Seafon 
of Harveft. 

-; The Winter, at tlie other Extremity, 
)ies down leaning from the left towards the 
right, in the Figure of a Woman cloathed 
well, and with her Head covered with part 
of her Robe, ihe ftretches out her Hand 
over fome Winter Fruits ; the Genius before 
her hath no Wings, feems to be cloathed 
warm, and holds a Hare, becaule hunting 
is the only Exercife of the Field in this 
iieafon. 

:,.,.+Autumn turns toward the Summer, is 
52'owned with Vine-twifts, and Bunches of 
Grapes, Ihe touches the Vine-leaves with 
one Hand, and her little Genius places 
Grapes in her Cornucopia. Laftlv, That 
part of her Body which is next to the Sum- 
mer 
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mer is naked, and that next the Winte* 

cloathed. 

The Spring, with her Back joined to 
Autumn, is reprefented in the Figure of a 
Woman crowned with Flowers, and with 
her Cornucopia, which a Getiius holds, fil- 
led with the fame. Her Foot, Which fhe 
extends towards Winter, hath a Covering 
on, and thit part of her Breaft only is naked 
which is turned toward the Summer. ' ■"■ 

The Torch which is pidured on botjvtftc 
fmall Sides of the Tomb, is fo frequently 
reprefented in Funeral Monuments, that it 
is enough to fay here, they were as nnuch in 
Ufe at the Funerals of thofe Times, ae they 
are in thofe of the prefent Age. The two 
Griffins and the Tripos are the Symbols of 
Apollo, whofe Head is pidhired at each end 
of the Tomb, denoting he was the tutelar 
God of Epaphroditus.
